The provision of the ordinance in reference 
to the company going into a trust or combi- 
nation says that it shall not at any time 
enter into any combination with any 
gas company or companies concerning 
the rates or prices to be ed 
for gas, and that it shall not directly or in- 
directly sell, lease, ot transfer its plant, prop- 
erty, rights, or privileges to any other gas 
company, trust, or corporation, . If the com- 
pany violates this provision the privileges are 
to cease, Nothing is said, however, as to the 
Universal” acquiring the plant and prop- 
erty of any other company or companies. 
The position might be taken that the buying 
of plants was entering into a com bination, 
but it is not probable Ryan would take this 
view of the case at this time. 

Ex-Ald. John Colvin, who returned from a 
long sojourn in Florida a few weeks ago, is 
said to know more about the “ Universal ”’ 
than almost any other man, not even except- 
ing “* Little” Mike Ryan, the Fifteenth Ward 
statesman who had the effrontery to make 
the fight for the measure on the ground that 
it is in the interest of the people. Probably 
Colvin also knows more about the object» of 
the ordinance than any one else, as he is said 
tobe the middle man between the Eastern 
syndicate controlling “Chicago Gas’’ and 
the Aldermanic syndicate controlling ‘ Uni- 
versal Gas,” or rather the shares of stock of 
the latter embryo company. Col- 
vin is accredited with being 
the nan who conducted the 


negotiations, helped to organize the company, 


and: will guide the Aldermen holding stock to 
the broker’s office, where the shares wiil be 
redeemed in good United States money. 

Gas Trust People Under Cover. 


Baron Jerzmanowsky and his associates re- 
mained under cover all the time they were in 
town and did not allow themselves to be seen 
except by a few trusted friends, Whether the 
attorneys of the company conducted the busi- 
ness entirety through ex-Ald. Colvin or whether 
** Little’? Mike also played the part ofa mid- 
die man is not known, but such steps as were 
necessary to assure the Aldermanic syndicate 
that the stock of such a company would bring 
$200,000 were taken. The Universal com- 
papy was organized in accordance with such 


’ suggestions as ex-Ald. Colvin saw fit to make, 


and the 50,000 shares are now quoted at $4 a

$100.

Colvin and the Equitable. 

The manner in which the ordinance passed 
the Council Monday night is almost identical 
with the way the Equitable company obtained 
its franchise a number of years ago. At that 
time Mr. Colvin was a member cf the Council 
himself, and it was he who was the “little 
Mike Ryan” of that occasion. There is no 
man in town better fitted to carry on present 
negotiations than Mr.Colvin. Previousevents 
in connection with Council have proven 
that he is in every way qualified to act as the 
middie man, as he has the confidence of both 
sides.’ He is reputed to have been Chairman 
of the Clearing House committee a number 
of years-after he left the Council, and he evi- 
dently now occupies that position. He has 
returned from Florida, it is said, to run for 
Alderman next spring, and has already put 
himself in touch with certain people who will 
be instrumentai in seeing that his am bition is 
gratified.

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BLAZE IN THE YARDS.

Fire Believed to Be of Incendiary Origin, 
as Men Were Seen Kunning from the 
Building, After Which Flames Barst 
Forth at Different Points=Ten Carloads 
eof Meat Lost in the Fire«Men Leave 
Their Work Because Thugs Threaten 
Their Lives=Trouble Anticipated. 


Fire destroyed the large wholesale market 
owned by Nelson Mortis & Co., Nos. 4121 to 
4123 Halsted street, last night at 11 o'clock. 
The fire was supposed to be of incendiary 
origin. Noone was about the’ place at the 
time and the flames burst forth on the west 
and north sides of the building at the same 
instant. An officer on the corner turned in 
the alarm, He said the fire started with an 
explosion, followed with a blue, smokeless 
blaze, like burning oil. -In ten seconds the 
back of the building was in a mass of 
flames, Three refrigerator cars filled 
with meat were also foufd to be 
on fire and beyond saving. Six men of the 
Sixth Regiment, I. N. G., were on guard at 
the corner. They saw three men running 
away from behind the carsa moment after 
the fire started. They called tothe men to 
haltand then fired six shots at them as they 
disappeared among the cars Gown the track. 

. The police took up the chase, but the men 
escaped. A dozen tough lookmg men had 
been hanging about the place all the evening 
and were closely watched by the police. They 
can be identified and will be arrested if found. 

First, second, and third alarms brought a 
dozen engines to the scene. The firemen 
worked hard to save the adjoining buildings. 
Several box cars and small buildings belong- 
ing to the Stock-Yards company were con- 
sumed. Two companies of the Fifteenth 
Regiment and Troop B of the militia arrived 
almost as svon as the fire department. 

Several men guarded every line of hose and 
punched with bayonets a number of toughs 
who were caught trying to cut the hose. Sev- 
eral thousand ,people gathered and cheered 
whenever the flames burst out in a new 
place and gave promise of spreading. 
The fire was under control in thirty minutes. 
The loss was total. There were ten carloads 
of meatin the building valued at $15,000. 
The’ whole loss will reach $50,000, fully in- 
sured. -The building was two and a half 
stories with a 60-foot front, 150 feet in 
depth. It burned fiercely. Plate-glass was 
broken across the street and the houses much 
scorched. 

Immediately after the fire guards were in- 
creased all over the yards and orders given 
to arrest any men seen prowling about. It 
was reported while the fire was burning that 
several attempts were made to start fires in 
other parts of the yards. One man was ar- 
rested. Thomas Payne, constable of the 
Town of Lake. was severely cut by falling 
glass while assisting the firemen todrag a line 
of hose into the building. 


STOP THEIR WORK BECAUSE OF THUGS 


Men at the Stock- Yards Believe Their Lives 
to Be in Danger. 

The railroad strike is on agaiua at the Stock- 

Yards. By threats and violence the rioters 

and thugs have forced many of the employés 


-}-ef the Stock-Yards company to leave their 
work. For several days lawlessness 'nas been~ 


. Dozens of men have been 
beaten and hundreds threatened with violence 
if they persisted in working. They have at 
last given up the struggle until sufficient pro- 
tection is given them. In the name of the 
A. R.. U. notice was served on all the men at 
work that they must quit their jobs last night, 
which means they will be persecuted until 
forced to quit. Officials regard this as the 
death struggle of the strike and think a day 
or two will see the end. It is expected the 
fight will be short, sharp, and decisive and 
the trouble will be confined entirely to the 
“switching system inside the yards. The pack- 
ers have all the help they want and are ready 
for business as soon as the trains can be 
handled. The connecting roads are also in 
good condition, 

The trouble ‘has been expected and provid- 
ed for. The first move will be to keep all the 
railroads in the yards well guarded by pol 
and militia to prevent toughs from getting Ih. 
Rioters and strikers andall others who have 
no business on the tracks and property of the 
Stock-Yuards company must keep outside the 
yards. The police force will be doubled in- 
side the yards, and officers will be instructed to 
arrest as trespassers all who cannot give good 
reasons. for their presence on the property 
belonging to the company. 

The thugs became so build last night as to 
attack men while at work. Supt. Fitzgerald 
usked for additional police protection today 
and said he would continue to work with the 
few men that are still employed. Capt. 
O’Neil of the Stock-Yards Station, in con- 
sultation with officials of the company last 
night, said the strikers had evidently changed 
the storm center of the strike to the Stock- 
Yards, and intended to drive all the men from 
their work. The only way to prevent this, he 
said, was to patrol the yards with police and 
drive out the gangs that -have swarined about 
the engines and intimidated and assaulted the 
men who wished to work. 

Almost ail the men who return2d tu work 
within a few days, as switchmen, firemen, and 
engineers, have quit again. Not more than 
twenty experienced men remain. The crews 
that will work toduy are almost all green 
men. >The old men will not work until they 
feel gafe from the thugs and toughs who 
threaten them... Out of 520 who went out 
when the strike was ordered fully half had re- 
turn The strike was not voluntary. ‘They 
are afraid for their lives. An official of 
the dompany said last night not over 
a pre of the old men i remained 
and as}the company did all the switching for 
the packing-houses, as well as for the twenty- 
six roads entering the yards, business would 
be carried op with difficulty unless the men 
who wished to work could be reassured by 
police protection. Everybody admits the sit- 
vation is serious. The state of affairs cannot 
last ‘more than a day ortwo, asthere are 
plenty of men ready and willing to work. 


CLAIM RIOTERS ARE NOT DISORDERLY 


Soldiers Tell Remarkable Stories of Po- 
licemen and Their Actions, 

According to Capt.; Conrad, Company C, 
Fifteenth Regiment, and Capt. S. C. Wade of 
the Deputy United States Marshals, the riot- 
ers at Fifty-first stréet are not near such dis- 
orderly characters as Sergt. J. L. Foreign and 
the other policenren who are posted there to 
disperse them say. The narrative which Capt. 
Conrad gave last night toa reporter for Tuz 
Trrecns is as follows: 

‘Por twodays pasta mob of 200 or 300 
men has assemmbled at the corner of Went- 
worth avenue and Fifty-first street and ad- 
ministered beatings to the workmen employed 
at the roundhouse and workshops of the Rock 
Island road as they passed at 6 o'clock. 
I determined to take my men down there this 
afternoon and preserve order. I was accom- 
panied by Capt. Wade and ten Deputy United 
States Marshals. . 

* “We reached the Fifty-first street crossing 
at 5:30 p. m., and found the mob thete. We 
also found at the crossing Police Ser- 
geant J. L. Foreign, star No, 153, 
in charge of seven or eight policemen. 
Just as we arrived a man who had been at 
work at the Rock Island shop walked west on 
the south side of Fifty-first street, and when

5119 Wentworth avenue, who quit work at 
the Rock Island shops July 17.

‘Capt. Wade ordered Deputy George Ben- 
nett to go to the rescue of the workman. As 
soon as he had seized Lindstrom Sergt, For- 
eign and his men ran up, and iristead of seiz- 
Lintistrom seized the man he had been beat- 
ing and beat him over the head with their 
clubs until he ran and got away from them. 
Sergt. Foreign then crossed the street to 
where Capt. Wade was and asked him in an 


insulting way what he meant by coming down | 


there with deputies to do the city’s work. 
Wade denied he was doing the city’s work and 
told Foreign he was sent there to protect the 
workmen. and instead of protecting them 
he was beating them. Sergt. Foreign 
then became abusive, and, after saying he 
would have nothing to do with the mob as 
long as the deputies were there, walked away 
tothe railroad crossing. He said he had no 
orders to disperse a mob, 

‘The marshals then approached the mob 
and entered into conversation with them. 
They proved to be a set of dis 
orderly loafers, and admitted they were 
there to intercept and beat the workmen 
as they came from the shops. Among them 
was a man named Neil Madden, a horse. 
shoer, living at No. 5111 Wentworth avenue, 
who struck from the employ of the Pennsy!l- 
vania road. He was busy obstructing the 
marshals and inciting the men to riot, so the 
marshals artested him. He had a policeman’s 
club in one pocket and brass knuckles in the 
other. He said he carried them “ as play- 
things to usé on scabs’ heads.” He and Lind- 
strom were brought in to the Government 
Building. 

‘IT saw and conversed with Capt. Glasgow 
of the Fifth I. N.G., who is stationed near 
there, and he told me he had witnessed sim- 
ilar conduct on the part of the police. The 
night of July 17 he saw them assist the mob 
to beat a man, and he noticed whenever they 
arrested a man it was only as a joke, and they 
set him free at the first corner they reached. 
As to Sergt. Foreign, I am told one night a 
man stood right between him and another of- 
ficer and threw a brick at a train, and he aft- 
erward denied he saw any brick thrown.” 


FIREMAN MILES DIES FROM THE SHOT, 


Victim ef Oscar Vardman’s Bullet Is Dead 
-~Latter in Jalil. 


Albert Miles, the fireman who was shot 
Tuesday evening by Oscar’ Vardman, an 
engineer, died yesterday at Mercy Hospital. 
Vardman was rearrested and locked up in the 
Stock-Yards' station. He claimed, as he did 
after the shooting, that it was in self-defense. 

Over a score of men reported to the police 
that they had been assaulted while going to 
work in the Stock-Yards yesterday. The sit- 
uation has become so serious and the assaults 
so numerous that the officials of the Stock- 
Yards company and several of the packers 
held a conference and investigated several in- 
dividual cases. They found matters even 
worse than reported. The streets have been 
placarded with large posters. They read as 
follows:

. FINDS NO BILL AGAINST DOWNEY. 


Grand Jury Decides the Soldier Shot in 
Self-Defense. 

The Cook County grand jury yesterday just 
before adjournment voted a “no bill’’ in the 
complaint against William J. Downey, who 
was held, by aCoroner’s jury on a charge of 
murder. Downey isa member of Company 
K, Second Regiment, I. N.G. The evening 
of July 12 he had been on duty in the rail- 
road yards watching strikers, and carried 
with him bis bayonet and a revolver. At 
.Halsted and Twelfth streets a crowd of chil- 
dren, who were making sport of Downey be- 
cause of his alleged queer actions, were 
charged upon by the soldier. Patrick O’Con- 
nor. 4 freight handler, 45 years old, who lived 
at No. 499 West Fourteenth street, witnessed 
the efforts’ of Downey and interfered. 
Downey then turned on O'Connor. The two 
men struggled and fell to the ground and 
Downey snot O’Connor. There was a loud 
ind angry debate in the grand jury room 
while the case was under discussion. Several 
of the grand jurors we.e of the opinion that 
Downey ought te be indictad. When the fact

Bold Scheme ly Which a Band Was to 
Pick Off the Men at the Machine Gan

Recanted Because He Was So Advised= 
Debs’ Parents Are Prostrated. 

Terre Haute, Ind., July 18,—({Special. }— 

The Coroner today heard the testimony of a 
number of Fontanet miners in regard to the 
wreck last Friday morning by which Engi- 
neer Mochrman and Fireman Fleck were 
killed. Ihe miners testified to but little that 
was of value in the case. Holloway, the 
brakeman, has told another. story that he re- 
canted his confessions of guilt because a re- 
porter so advised him. The jailer, who was 
with the reporter, says this ia not true, but 
the officials take hold of the story to make a 
case against Holloway. The Sheriff and dep- 
uties were at Fontanet the night of the wréck 
and were near enough to have heard the 
crash, but no one was guarding the switch 
which wrecked the regular passenger train. 
The next morning, Friday, the Coroner issued 
subpoenas, but nothing was done until yes- 
terday. A dead set effort to convict Hollo- 
way has been made. 
. The friends of the niiners at Fontanet who 
may possibly be accused are rejoicing at the 
outcome, because they believe no-one can be 
convicted of the crime. None of them knows 
Holloway, and though he should return to his 
first confession he cannot-positively identify 
any one who was with him. 

Eugene Debs’ father and mother are pros- 
trated with nervous apprehension as to what 
may happen to their son. Both are past 70 
years of age, and though not enfeebled by 
age they are shocked by the reports which 
come to them despite the watchfulness of two 
sisters of the arrested President of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, son has. written 
day after day, and his wife and sister, 
Mrs. Mailloux, telegraphed in his name, 
yet the supposed disgrace of going to jail is 
prostrating them. Eugene Debs is personally 
popular inthis city. No one who knew him 
can be convinced that he hada bad purpose 
in the strike. Now that he bas been sent to 
jail there-is universal sympathy. His person- 
ality here had been strong. No one here be- 
lieves that Eugene Debs wrote the telegraphic 
messages advising his followers to *‘ stand 
pat’ and to * buy. guns”’ for which he is 
charged with contempt. 

Grand Master Sargent of the Brotherhood 
of Firemen, who has not.been in sympathy 
with the strike, said: “I know Gene Debs 
as well asany one. Those dispatches were 
not signed by him. He may be guilty of con- 
tempt of court, but you know ‘Gene’ never 
sent dispatches in which such language was 
,used.”’ Debs’ sincerity isnot questioned in 
Terre Haute, The only question among his 
friends is as*to his accountability, That he 
believed there was imminent a radical read- 
justment of the relations of capital and labor 
there was no doubt, but none who talked with 
him before he went to Chicago had any idea 
other than that he did not believe this year 
was the time for the readjustment.

Infantry Will Go to the Various Posts and 
Cavalry and Artillery té Fort Sheridan 
Until Further Orders=Second Brigade 
Relleved=Debs Scouts the Idea That a 
Habeas Corpus Mas Been Contem- 
plated=Grand Jury May Find More In- 
dictments Against Strike Prisoners. 

Gen, Miles signed a general order last 
night removing the Federal troops from Chi- 
cago. The infantry will take train for their 
respective posts, while the cavalry dnd 
artillery will march to Fort Sheridan, and be 
mobilized there until such time as Gen. Miles 
thinks it best they be sent to their posts. The 
order came from the War Department last 
evening, after Gen. Miles had informed the 
department he thought the situation had so 
far improved it was perfectly safe to remove 
the soldiers. ' 

The order issued by Gen. Miles reached 


‘most of the officers before midnight and -will 


reach all of them at an early hour this morn- 
ing. Col. Bartlett of the Ninth Regiment 
was the first to receive his orders. He was 
standing in the office of the Auditorium Hotel 
in conversation with several friends when 
they were handed him. He went over to the 
camp at once to have everything in readiness 
to pack up in themorning. He will not know 
until this morning at what hour his regiment 
will leave for Sackett’s Harbor, as the ar- 
rangements for transportation have to be 
made by each commanding officer for his own 
trcops, | 

The cavalry and artillery wil! break camp 
after breakfast and it is thought they will all 
be on the march to Fort Sheridan by noon 
and camp at Evanston at night. 

The first troops to reach Chicago were those 
from Fort Sheridan the night of July 3, and 
consisted of the entire Fifteenth Regiment, 
Troops B and K of the Seventh Cavalry, and 
Battery E, First Artillery. Saturday morn- 
ing, July 7, Companies B and F of the Nine- 
teenth Infantry arrived from Fort Brady.

The order affects 500 
men, forming the Fourth and Fifth Regi- 
ments and Battery A. The Fourth Regiment 
contains eight companies, the Fifth ten com- 
panies, and the brigade is under command of 
Brig.-Gen. Barclay, with headquarters at 
Springfield, The brigade represents the State 
guard located south of Springfield, and com- 
panies are located in nearly every town. 
in that part of the State, including Canton, 
Arcola, Tuscola, Olney, Newton, Lincoln, and 
Paris. The first call made by Mayor Hop- 
kins on Gov. Altgeld for troops resulted in 
the order issued July 6 putting the First . and 
Third Brigades in the field. This didnot as- 
sure the necessary protection and three days 
later, on another request from the Mayor, 
Gov. Altgeld ordered the Second Brigade to 
Chicago. The brigade did not form until it 
reached Chicago, the companies com- 
ing in over the Burlington, Alton, 
Illinocia Central, and , Vandalia. . They 
were assigned to duty in different parts of the 
field and have been depended on principally 
in case of needed reinforcements. The brig- 
ade officers were informed of the order last 
night and the men will be réady to break 
camp and start homeward this morning by 
the same routes they came to Chicago. The 
Governor’s order also relieves and orders 
home the Centralia, Belleville, and Effing- 
ham companies of the Fourth \Regiment,

At 10 o’clock Debs came down to the main 
floor and conversed through the wire screen 
with pre ty TT Benedict andJohn Maines, 
clerk at A. R. U. headquarters.

MRS. SOUVIELLE ASKS AN ACCOUNTING, 


Car- 


Charges Against Mrs. Katherine Hodges of 
American Authors’ Protective Company. 
Mrs. Eliza M. Souvielle, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the “American Authors’ Pro- 
tective Publishing company,” has filed a bill 
in the Superior Court against Mrs. Katherine 
Hodges, the corporation’s President and busi- 
ness manager, for an accounting and also for 
an injunction restraining any of the officers 
of the corporation from disposing of any of 
its assets, The bill says the complainant 
and Mrs. Hodges organized the corporation 
to protect American authors from fraud, and 
incidentally to publish literary works. Mrs. 
odges, the complainant says, represented 
herself to be a woman of extraordinary tact 
and ability, as well as of ample pecuniary re- 
sources, and that the company would be con- 
ducted with profit. The capital stock was 
placed at $150,000, of which the com- 
plainant took $74,500, the defendant 
$74.500 and Laura de Force Gordon $1,000. 


’ The bill says that the defendant. claimed her 


financial resources were temporarily out of 
her control when the company was organized, 
but Mrs. Souvielle says she paid all the cur- 
rent expenses and Mrs. Hodges’ living ex- 
penses from the organization of the concern 
until July 1, and that she has never received 
any reparation. Mrs. Hodges also is charged 
with appropriating to her own personal use 
the proceeds of the sale of a large number of 
shares of stock in the compgny, which should 
have been placed in the treasury. Laura de 
Force Gordon was elected Corporation coun- 
sel of the company, but it is char that the 
legal adviser has' not rendered any 
services, although she was given one bundred 
shares of stock for such service. 

The com piainant says she is the author of a 

k and that she entered into & contract to 
pay the defendant 10 per cent of the profits 
arising from the work. This contract is in 
the possession of the defendant. The bill 
also says the defendant issued a quantity of 
stock in the company to several persons for 
“ influential purposes.”’. Among these, it is 
said;~were Infauta Eulalia, five shares; Walter 
Besgat, five shares; and: Grace Greenwood, 
five shares. For these shares no consideration 
was received. 

It is further charged that the defendant is 
insolvent and wholly without means of sup- 
port. The court is asked to relieve the com- 
plainaot from further liability to the com- 
pany and to compel an accounting.

Long Sessions Poipgted Out in = Paper 
Read Before the Lincoln Club as a 
Grave Weakness of the Present System 

. «Abolition of Pay Per Diem Is Sug- 

gested as a CorrectionAdoption of the 
Reed Rules Is Urged -in Doing Away 
with Dilatoriness. 

Robert McMurdy read a paper last night on 
‘‘The General Assembly of Illinois” before 
the members and friends of the Lincoln club 
at the club-house, No. 531 West Adams street. 
Mr. McMurdy was a member of the last 
Legislature. Following’ is his paper in sub- 


stance: 

The main objection which our best citizens 
have to - the General Assembly is the 
length of the session. Our lawmakers seldom 
adjourn in less than five months and a half. It 
is difficalt to induce men of affairs to give up so 
long a time continuously and away from ir 
homes to the public service. Particularly is 
this true of men in this community, and we can- 
not hope for much better representation at 
Springfield until this evil is mitigated. We 
must recognize and correct this defe¢@ in our 
public service just as it has been recogni and 
remediedelsewhere. In many of the States the 
length of the session is limited by Constitu tion. 
It is so limited to ninety days in Colorado and 
Virginia; in the latter State by a three-fifths 
vote the session may_ be continued for 
thirty days longer. The session is lim- 
ited to sixty-one days in Indiana, to sixty 
days in Kentucky. Arkansas. North Dakota, 
Washington, Florida, and Louisiana, but in Ken- 
tncky and Arkansas may be prolonged Oy, a two- 
thirds vote. The session is limited to fifty eave 
in Alabama and Nevada and to forty-five days in 
West Virginia (but may be prolo | by a two- 
thirds vote). All three States have biennial ses- 
sions. Georgia, which has an annual session, 
limits the length of it. to forty days, And in 
several of the States. which still retain the per 
diem, the pay is limited to or decreased after 
a certain number of days. 

For my own part I am not satisfied with the 
desirability of thus restricting the work of a 
Legislature. I believe the same thing may be 
accomplished in other afid better ways. In the 
first place, perhaps, the most effectual and 
feasible step in this direction would be 
to abolish our system of paying members 

y day. The effect of a per diem, of 
course, is to make the cheap_ members favor pro- 
longing the session, manifestly because they have 
no business at home with which their office inter- 
feres, or becausethe per diem is greater than their 
earning capacity. The,venal members naturalby 
want a session as prolonged as possible. And 
between the two long sessions are the rule. It is 
unfortunately true that members will not remain 
at Springfield as long at theirown expense as 
they will at the expense of the State, and it is 
plain that the effect of achange from payment 
per diem to a fixed salary would be to inspire a 
desire on the part of the members to transact the 
business of the session as expeditiously as pos- 
sible and then adjourn. 

Mr. McMurdy referred to the necessity for 
a rule limiting the introduction of bills from 
the floor of the House, stating that California 
and Michigan prohibited by Constitution such 
i-*-oduction after the first fifty days of the 
session and that Nebraska limited the privi- 


lege to the first forty days. 
Reed Rules Should Be Adopted. 


Another important step toward the improve- 
ment of the legislative conditions at Springfield, 
and one upon which both parties can now agree, 
l suppose, would be the adoption of what are 
commonly called the “Reed rules,” the main 

urpose of which is, of course, to prevent the 
breaking ofaquorum. Quite an amount of time 
is alwais consumed in foolish roll-calls on the 

uestion of a quorum, and adjournments for the 
ack of a speaking quorum. These tactics, in my 
hunible opinion, accomplish but very little for 
good; and much for evil, becanse they stir up 
the passions of the House members and have a 
tendency fora time to defeat all legislation of 
any kind. Moréover, the time is at hand through- 
out this country when the Reed rules will be an 
established fact in the Lower Houses of the dif- 
ferent States, as well as in the wer House 
of Congress, and we might as well recognize 
the inevitable as so6n as possible. The people 
are impatient at the time wasted in arriving at a 
con¢lusion in legislation as well as in litigation. 
It is in view of the probability of the general 
adoption of the quorum counting rule. and the 
consequent benefit to the people of the whole 
United States, that 1 regard Mr. Reed as one of 
the public benefactors among modern statesmen. 
Furthermore, personally I lieve in the rule 
which the Democrats of the Lower House of 
Congress have unetarthed, and think that some 
such rule should be adopted in Lilinois, provid- 
that absentees should be deprived of pay in 
aang to their absence, for I can see no dif- 
erence between public and private service -in 
that regard, and those circumstances which in a 
private business house would not excuse a man’s 
absence I think ought not to excuse him in the 
public service, Consequently I believe that for 
the time thus misappropriated a public servant 
ought not to be paid. 
here is another phase of the legislative ques- 
tion more serious and further reaching than any- 
thing already mentioned—the acceptance by 
members of pasges from the railways. As you 
know, membets get to Springfield at 5 o'clock 
Monday of each week. That day there is no busi- 
ness transacted to speak of. There are few mem- 
bers of the House present—never a quorum, as I 
remember it, during the last session. By common 
consent Mondays a great many bills are called 
up out of their order on the calendar, and this 
day the Speaker has entire control, recognizes 
such members as he pleases, and those measures 


| which are ge to him are advanced upon 


the calendar. Tuesday morning the members are 

retty well in their seats, but ordinarily there is 
ittle businessdene. Wednesday is a business day 
and usually devoted to hard work. Thursday mem- 
bers are more or less taken up with the prospect 
of returning to their homes, and on this day a 
great many leave habitually at 11 o’clock, after 
asmall amount of business has been transacted. 
Friday there is little business done. After 
1l oclock there is no-quorum andthe House 
soon adjourns in consequence over until the next 
Monday. So that, as a matter of fact, in each 
legislative week in Springfield that are about two 
days of business in the aggregate. To my mind 
this condition’ would be entirely eradicated if 
the members could be prevented from taking 
railroad passes. The reason that the members 
go home so often, and one reason that they are 
indifferent to the length of the session, is be- 
cause they can ride back and forth for nothing. 
The real business of the Legislature would 
better transacted in one-balf the time if mem- 
bers were without free transportation. The 
extra expense thus entailed upon the State, to 
say nothi of the demoralization to legislation 
which results from it, is very great. 


Abolition of Railroad Passes. 


I suppose the abolition of railroad passes would 
save the State of Lilinois $100,000 in money at 
each session. But as we all know in this 
particular the Legislature is merely a type of 
public offices at the present time. Now and then 
some public servant, like Justice Magruder of 
our Supreme Court, will pay his fare wherever 
he goes, but the rule is, ‘through ail our courts 
high and low, and through ali legislative and 
administrative public offices, that railroad passes 
are so mucha matter of custem as to be con- 
sidered a matter of right. This is “ thrashing 
over old straw,’’ but it matters not. The fact 
that the evil’ is condoned because it is time- 
honored makes it no less an evil. In fact, with 
the multiplication of our railroads, the evil has 
been correspondingly m ified, so that I believe 
that almost any — ic officer could travel from 
one end of the Union other 
and back again without any outlay whatever 
to \the public conperetene of all sorts. that 
he chose to call to his aid, It is 
contended by people who justify the 
custom these favors do not in 
any way influence public officials. 
They think they do not, and aresincere. And yet 
on the other hand it is woll known that the rail 
roads consider the giving of passes to public 
officials to be the best investment they 
make. It would be a splendid exhibition of 
patriotism if the railroads themselves would 
regulate this matter, but that, of course, is to be 
looked for in‘Utopia only. I am quite well aware 
that no legisiation could effect immediately a 
radical change in this regard, but is no ex- 
cuse for omitting the same from our. statute 
books; public sentiment will grow up to the 
statute after a time, and there will come a day 
when the people, jealous of the corporate influ- 
ence at Springfield and elsewhere, will make it 
their business to know who is violating sucha 
law. In this matter Illinois is somewhat behind 
many of the States of the Union. Pennsylvania 
prohibited the taking of passes by ail public 
officials as long ago ag 1873, in its Constitution 
of that year. Arkansas followed in 1874, Ala- 
bama in 1875, California in 1@79, Mississippi in 
1884, Florida in 1887, Sou arolina in 1891, 
and Massachusetts in 1892. 

Mr. McMurdy explained the provisions of 
the corrupt practices acts and the laws 
adopted in California, Kansas, Missouri, New 
York, and Pennsylvania obliging candidates 
to swear to and publish the amount and items 
of their campaign expenses, particularly urg- 
ing the adoption of these laws to prevent, as 
far as possible, the mischief of the new Tam- 
many organization now being built up by the 
Democrats‘in this city.

Gen. Marsh signalized his renomination by 
putting in a good lick today for the old 
soldiers during a discussion in the House. A 
bill was under discussion from the Military 
Affairs committee which sought to amend the 
statutes of the United States regardmg the 
employment of medical officers at national 
homes for volunteer soldiers. It was the de- 
sire of Gen. Black, who introduced the bill, 
and Chairman Outhwaite of the Military 
Affairs committee that surgeons, assistant 
surgeons, and other medical officers at these 
homes.should not be required to either have 
been disabled or to have beer in the military 
service of the United States. Accordingly 
they urged that these officers need not to have 
had any such service to qualify them for posi- 
tion at the homes. Gen. Marsh, however, 
held different views, and suggested as an 
amendment that only soldiers who had served 
in the army, whether disabled or not, should 
be eligible for these places. This precipitated 
quite a debate, and seeing they could not 
catry their point the Committee on Military 
Affairs withdrew the bill, so that only ex- 
soldiers will fill doctors’ positions at the 
Soldiers’ Homes of the country.

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In a cablegram received today from Sur- 
n Irwin at Berlin to the Marine Hospital 
rvice in this city it is stated the cholera sit- 
vation at St. Petersburg ‘is serious. There 
were 218 cases reported Monday, and since 
the Ist of July there have been 1,500 cholera 
cases reported to the health authorities at the 
Russian capital. While there is no direct 
trade between the United States and St. Pe- 
tersburg or Danutzic, where cholera is also 
epidemic, Surgeon-General Wyman had di- 
rected additional precautions being taken to 
revent the scourge from meoerins the 
nited. States. With the exception of one 
case of cholera at Leghorn, Italy, report- 
ed last week, the more populous portions of 
Europe are reported to be {ree from cholera, 
or ip fact any other diseases of an epidemic

WILL BUILD TWO LARGE STEEL BARGES. 
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NO EXOITING DISPATOH SENT BY 
GRESHAM TO JAPAN. 


Denial of a Sensational Fake That Created 
Considerable.Comment—Minister Dunn 
at Tokio Is Simply Instructed to Use 
His Diplomatic Offices to §$ecure Peace 
Representatives of Governments Di- 
rectly Interested Know Nothing of the 
Alleggd Bellicose Message. 

Wasurnorox, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
The United States is exerting its good 
to bring about an amicable arrangement be- 
tween Japan and Corea, This is being done 
ina way for which there are many precedents. 
Officially this is all the authorities of the State 
Department will say at the present time re- 
garding the Corea-Japan and China trouble. 
As the correspondence is still in progress 
Secretary Gresham declines to make a partial 
voluntary publication because such action 
would violate diplomatic practice. SHould 
the Senate introduce a resolution calling for 
the papers they would be cheerfully furnished, 
but the Secretary prefers to have the * case 
closed ”’ before he makes anything public on 
his own account. 

There is authority ‘or the statement, how- 
ever, that the publication this morning of the 
alleged text of a dispatch to the Japanese 
Government, expressing the displeasure of 
this country at the action of the Japanese 
Government in levying war against Corea, is 
@ gross and malicious exaggeration of the 
facts. In the first place no such dispatch as 
that published was sent to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. All that was done was to authorize 
Minister Dunn, at Tokio, Japan, to use his 
good offices to bring about peace in Corea, 
and this was doae in the usual diplomatic 
way, which Japan, the authorities are confi- 
dent, could not by any possible interpretation 
take offense at. 

Nothing Heard from Japan. 

Nearly a week has elapsed since this author- 
ity was given Mr. Dunn and nothing has yet 
been heard to indicate that Japan is dis- 
pleased at the efforts of mediation by this 
country. The authorities deliberated very 
carefully before giving these instructions to 
Minister Dunn. More than a week ago Min- 
ister Sill advised the Department of State 
that all the foreign representatives at Seoul, 
Corea, had asked him to join in a request to 
have Japan withdraw her troops from Corean 
territory. He asked -for instructions. He 
was told the administration preferred to act 
independently inthe matter. ‘Subsequently 
Minister Sill reported the foreign rvypresenta- 
tives had made. their suggestions for media- 
tion to the Japanese Government, It was 
after this, and at the request of the Corean 
Government, that Minister Dunn at Tokio 
was authorized by Secretary Gresham to use 
his good offices with the Japanese Govern- 
ment for an amicable settlement of the con- 
troversy. 

It was only after the most . careful inguiry 
into the situation in Corea and deliberation 
between the Secretary of State and his ad- 
visers in the State Department that these in- 
structions were issued to Minister Dunn. It 
is not known whether the message to Mr. 
Dunn directed him to suggest the advisability 
of the withdrawal of Japanese troops from 
Corean territory, but from the fact that the 
department has been officially advised that 
China has expressed a willingness to withdraw 
its troops in case Japan took similar action, 
it is surmised this is what the authorities 
think is necessary to bring about peace in 
Corea, and that something of this nature was 
contained in the dispatch to Minister Dunn. 


Tired of Foreign Troops. 


Although the authorities are extremely re- 
luctant to discuss the situation in Corea, it 
has been learned that they have been receiv- 
ing dispatches daily from Minister Sill, at 
Seoul, and that according to these dispatches 
the Corean Goveinment is anxioug to have 
both China end Jupan immediately withdraw 
their troops. The department is further ad- 
vised that China has expressed her willingness 
to recall her troops provided Japan wili fol- 
low ber examp'e. Minister Sill states also, it 
is understood, that Corea considers Japan‘s 
attitude one of interference with her domestic 
affairs. 

At the Japanese Legation here it is emphat- 
icaliy denied that any dispatch of the nature 
published this morning regarding the alleged 
message of Secretary Gresham to the Govern- 
ment of Japan passed through the Minister. 
here. The Japanese Minister, who is ac- 

wainted with the dispatch sent to Minister 
Dean, said this evening he was entirely well 
satisfied the action taken by this government 
was solely in the interest of peace and ex- 
pressed his approval of the course the admin- 
istration has pursued. From a representative 
of the legation itis learned the Russian Gov- 
ernment, in the interest of mediation, made 
a similar suggestion to the Japanese Govern- 
ment for the withdrawal of troops from 
Corea. The Japanese Government accepted 
this ina most friendly spirit, assuring the 
Russian Government,it was. the intention to 
continue the troops in Corea only so long as 
the revolt continued or until the encroach- 
ment of the Chinese troops ceased. 

Japan Has No Ulterior Motives. 


It is most erfiphatically denied that Japan 
has any designs upon Corean territory. It is 
also denied there are 10,000 Japanese troops 
in Corea, as has beén reported, The under- 
standing at the Legation here is that Japan 
will not withdraw her troops notwithstanding 
the requests from the various governments 
until it is made certain the Chinese soldiers 
in the disguise of citizens have also left Co- 
rean territory. According to the Japanese 
side of the case there are 1,500 or 2,000 Chi- 
nese in Corea, whe wou'd be prepared to 
jump into service as soldiers at a moment's 
notice, and that even though China might 
withdraw her organized force there weuld 
still be danger from these disguised Celestial 
troops. 

The present situation in Corea as explained 
by an official of the Corean Legation is one ot 
great diequiet. There was no fighting, he 
said, between the Coreans and the Japanese, 
as the former were keeping to themselves and 
had no.intention of fighting unless forced to 
it. There was a ruction, however, between 
the Chinese and Japanese troops up to a few 
weeks ago, when the last advices were re- 
ceived at the legation. The Minister hiniself 
had no information whatever concerning the 
story of Secretary Gresham’s alleged dis- 
pateh, The Corean Legation had been in- 
formed by Secretary Gresham of the dispatch 
he had sent to Minister Dunn in relation to 
mediation between Japan and Corea, but 
other than this they knew nothing. 

There was the eame lack of knowledge con- 
cerning Secretary Gresham’s alleged warlike 
dispatch at the Chinese Jégation as at the 
other legations in this city, The interpreter 
of the legation declared the Chinese Minister 
had only seen Secretary Gresham once in the 
last two weeks, and on that occasion nothing 
was said concerning the Corean complication. 
They were unaware that Secretary Gresham 
had sent such a m e to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. They had known, he said, of the 
mediation instructions sent to Minister 
Dunn, and hoped that good would result 
from this action. 

China’s Attitude Explained. 

An entirely different story is told at the 
Chinese Legation concerning China’s attitude 
toward Japan as the result of the Corean 
trouble. The Chinese interpreter said China 
had expressly stated she would withdzaw her 
troops if Japan would do likewise. Japan 
has refused to do this. The Chinese inter- 
preter acknowled the presence of troops from

BRITISH CONSUL WAS POMMELED, 


Indignity Heaped Upon England's Repré- 
sentative at Seoul by the Japanese. 

Lonpon, July 18,—A dispatch to the Times 
from Shanghai regarding the news received 
there from Seoul, the capital of Corea, that 
Japanese soldiers recently assaulted the 
British Consul at that place and his 
wife, which resulted in the landing 
of thirty British blue-jackets to guard the 
British ataon, says the Consul was dragged 
fifty yards and was beaten by the Japanese 
soldiers, who used their fists pentane. The 
chair of the Consul’s wife was, pushed into a 
ditch. The British Consul drew up a formal 
eomplaint and sent it to the Japanese Minis- 
ter, but the latter only sent a curt reply and 
made no apology. : 

Yoxouama, Japan, July 18.—It is officiaily 
stated that the British Consul at Seoul, Corea, 
who claims to have beén assaulted by Japan- 
ese soldiers, was stopped because he was 
seeking to pass the Japanese outposts and 
enter the pivouac of the troops. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND FOR PEACE, 


Statement That He Has Offered to Mediate 
Between Japan and China. 

Lorpowr, July 19.—A dispatch from Wash- 
ington to a news agency here states that Presi- 
dent Cleveland has offered to mediate in the 
Corean question. 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Chronicle 
says the London correspondent of the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, declares that both Russia and 
the United States have done their utmost to 
avert war between China and Japan over 
Corea. The United States, the correspondent 
adds, has even exceeded the limits of friendly 
persuasion over Japan and China,

plicitly required by the terms of contract and 
the taw of their franchise, but built the road 
with the proceeds of the government sub- 
sidies and pocketed the stock, the first 
mortgage bonds, and the coal profite without 
rendering any account of these proceedings 
to the government; that the company has 
become bankrupt, meanwhile having avoided 
the payment of interest to the government as 
origina'ly contemplated in the acts of Con- 
gress; that the government has a right of 
action against the stockholders as trustees 
who have thus violated their trust; and that 
the stockholders living and the estates of those 
deceased are sufficient easily to meet the obli- 
gation created by the trust and its gross viola- 
tion.

BAPTISTS GATHER BY THOUSANDS. 


Great Convention at Toronto, Ont., of the 
Young People’s Union. 


.Torowto, Ont., July 19.—[Special.]—The 
fourth international convention of the Baptist 
Young People’s Union of America was opened 
here today with about 8,000 delegates in at- 
tendance, The city is gayly decorated for the 
occasion. President John H. .Chapman, of 
Chicago formally opened the convention in the 
big Massy Music Hall, and the report of the 
Secretary, the Rev. Dr. Frank L. Wilkins, 
showed marvelous growth. Dr. William M. 
Lawrence of Chicugo spoke this evening to 
thousands, while other addresses were made 
in the Metropolitan M. E, Church. Dr. P. S, 
Henson of Chicago will be one of the speak- 
ers Friday evenmg. The session closes Sun- 
day night and then will follow a series of ex- 
cursions. 

The union was organized in the Second 
Baptist Chureh in Chicago July 7 and 8, 
1801, and, while tnis was the first national 
union, it was not the first time that Baptist 
young people’s societies combined under that 
name. Dec. 8, 1877, in Brooklyn—four 
years before the first Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety was organized—the young people’s so- 
cieties in that city formed » * Young Peo- 
ple’s Baptist Union,” which has gone 
steadily on in its work up to date. New York 
City followed soon after, with Philadelphia 
falling into line in 1881. “The second con- 
vention was held at Detroit, where some 
4,700 delegates were in attendance, and the 
last was heid in Indianapolis, where the at- 
tendance fell. because of increased railroad 
rates and the World’s Fair. Even then, how- 
ever, much greater territory was covered than 
had before been represented, all of Canada 
and nearly every State and Territory in the 
United States being represented.

Gov. Altgeld and Mayor Hopkins have told 
Gen. ig Png oe page not need the aid of 
Federal troops and that they can preserve the 
peace with the militia and police, They 
went further and requested him or rather the 
President to withdraw the United States 
soldiers from guarding inter-State commerce 
in this county. Thaf request Gen. Miles de- 
clined to comply with because, after consult- 
ing with the Federal officers, he finds that 
the presence of a portion of them, either here 
or at Fort Sheridan, for Federal purposes is 
still desirable. 

There are two reasons why this request 
should not have been made. One and the 
least important is that it is not made in the 
interests of economy. The continued presence 
in Chicago of the regulars will cost the General 
Goverment nothing. The men are on the pay 
and rations roll whether they are on the Lake- 
Front, at Fort Sheridan, or in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. It costs no more te board or clothe 
them here than it does there, the same as 
the policemen on duty in the Thirtieth Ward 
cost the city no more iforderéd into the 
Twenty-sixth for duty. 

But with the State troops it is different. 
They are emergency soldiers. They do not 
have to be paid and fed and housed except on 
emergency occasions when they are called 
out. Soidiermg is not the regular vocation of 
the State Guards. Each one of them has his 
regular private business which he is anxious 
to get back to when he can. The longer he 
stays in the field the greater the incon venience 
he and his employer are put to. The militia 
should be relieved as soon as public safety 
permits. And in the interests of economy the 
Deputy Marshals and the Sheriff’s deputies, 
who are also emergency men, should be mus- 
tered out of the service and off the pay-rolis 
as soon as it is possible to get along without 
them. But the pay of the regulars: goes on 
the year round, during peace as well as dur- 
ing war times. They have no other business 
to attend than national police business and 
to obey the orders of: their commanding of- 
ficer, the President. While the regulars are 
here simply to protect inter-State commerce 
and the maiis, yet if the presente of any sol- 
diers has a general tendency to make evil, 
turbulent men keep the peace it will be money 
in the pockets of State and city to let the 
State Guards return home and have the regu- 
lars stay on duty. 

But the great reason why Mayor Hopkins 
should not have made this request is the fact 
that he is not the one to decide whether there 
is an exigency which demands the presence of 
Federal troops here to enforce Federal laws. 
He has no more business to say to Gen. Miles 
that Federal troops are not needed here to 
protect inter-State commerce than he has to 
gay to the Sheriff that he is employing too 
many deputies to serve court papers. 

If Gen. Miles were to call on Mayor Hop- 
king and tell him that he had more policemen 
than he needed to keep the peace of the city 
the Mayor would tell him with great pro- 
priety that he, the Mayor, and the City Coun- 
cil were the proper judges as to that point. 
And the Federal officers, civil and military, 
are the ones to decide whether the national 
police are needed here to secure obedience to 
Federal laws. 

lf the Governor or the Mayor had asked 
that regulars be sent here to put down 
domestic violenee it would be proper for the 
Governor or Mayor to determine when those 
troops were no longer needed for that pur- 
pose and to tell their commanding officer of 
that fact. But the regulars came here from 
Fort Sheridan and elsewhere to look after im- 
portant matters with which the State has only 
a secondary and the General Government a 
primary duty to perform—inter-State com- 
merce snd the mails for the American people. 
The General Government is the sole judge as 
to whether national .troops are needed to pro- 
tect that commerce and the mails in Chicago 
or anywhere else. Tne General Government 
alone can decide when the time has come for 
the troops to be removed to other posts of 
duty. 

Mayor Hopkins seems to hi gulped down 
unthinkingly the State sovereignty doctrines 
of Altgeld. Heseemsto think ¢hat there is 
something illegal or at Jeast irregular in the 
presence of the United States troops here 
without the previous request of himself or the 
Governor. 
and the laws made under it, and he will be 
wiser. He should read the statement of 
Cooley, a greater lawyer than Altgeld, that 
the President has acted legally and well. If 
the Mayor will refiect he will see that he has 
nothing to do with inter-State commerce, and 
that he is not responsible for the uninter- 
rupted transit of the mails. The General 
Government is responsible and therefore it 
has the right to send its policemen here or 
anywhere else in the United States without 
asking permission of any man, when neces- 
sary to enforce its laws. 

Cannot Mayor Hopkins get this through his 
head? Cannot he see it is impudent for him 
to lecture the officers of the Federal Govern- 
ment and teach them their duty? The regular 
policemen of the General Government are not 
meddling with him. They are not enforcing 
city ordinences or State laws. They are 
sticking to their own business. Why does not 
he stick to his? 


WHAT DEBS HAS NOT DONE. 

It is easy to see what Debs has done. For 
two weeks he has more or less disarranged the 
railroad service of the West and as far East as 
Ohio. He has partially stopped the transpor- 
tation of the mails and inter-State commerce 
over the country from the Pacific slope to the 
Pennsylvania line. He has entailed a heavy 
loss upon the railroad coinpanies and mer- 
chants, great discomfort upon the sick and 
suffering, great inconvenience upon the trav- 
eling public. His dupes have burned and 
other wise destroyed millions of property, have 
derailed trains involving loss of life, and have 
beaten and otherwise maltreated men who 
wanted to work. He has cost the workingmen 
millions of loss in wages and many of tnem 
their places. He has made it necessary to call 
out troops, involving heavy expense for the 
taxpayers: Heisunder bonds for trial én 
the charge of conspiracy, and in jail awaiting 
a hearmg upon the charge of contempt of 
court. 

This is what Debshas done. 
not done? 

He has failed to win the strike which he or- 

dered in sympathy with the Pullman strikers. 
He has failed to help them to the extent of 
one penny; on the other hand, he has harmed 
them. He has alienated peblic sympathy to 
a dangerous degree, He has failed io secure 
arbitration. He has failed in his effort to se- 
cure the return of the strikers to the places 
they vacated without grievance of any kind. 
He has failed to secure even the recognition 
Of the railroad managers. In a word, he has 
tailed to tie up the roads ashe boasted he 
would do. They are ail running, while he 
falsely claims that every wheel has stopped. 

He has failed in directing still more sig- 
nificantly.

Simon has found out that his would- 
be leader is a rattle-brained hypocrite, if not 
something much worse, Simon is pondering 
over the matter and coming to the conclusion 
that he cannot blindly follow Debs and Sov- 
ereign without getting himself into trouble. 
When he finally makes up his mind Simon 
will quietly notify Debs and Sovereign that 
he has no further use for their services and 
that they can go and see Martin Irons in case 
Uncle Sam does not see fit to hold them for 
a time in his own .custody, to teach them the 
useful lesson of obedience to law.

Uncle Jo Medill of Chicago declares in an 
interview in the New York World that in his 
opinion the result of the recent strike “ will 
be of great benefit to Chicago and the coun- 
try." Why? “It will have the effect of mak- 
ing Chicago greater than New York.” This is 
particularly good. first as making a for- 
mal confession that Chicago is not already 
as great as New York, which latterly Chi-

He 
would have realized that the railroad mail serv- 
ice and the inter-State commerce of the coun- 
try are not any longer subject to Debsisin. Is 
not this a great benefit to the country? He 
would have learned that the government 
has the lawful power and will protect the in- 
ter-State commerce of the people and not 
leave it at the mercy of such arrant dema- 
gogues and political knaves as Waite, Pennoy- 
er, Stone, and Altgeld.

Senator Cushman K. Davis of Minnesota, by 
the prompt and unmistakable nature of his 
protest against Debsism, has not only made 
himself conspicuous among all men who be- 
lieve in law and order but has also developed 
quite an enthusiastic little Presidential boom. 
Of course Minnesota is clamorous for him. 
but outside his own State he is attracting 
attention. Col. McClure’s independent Demo- 
cratic journal in Philadelphia says: 

The present assault* of anarchy against free 
government inthe wajesty of its laws has de- 
veloped but two great men. They are Grover 
Cleveland, the Democratic President, who hus 
sized up to the full measure of his great duties, 
and ©. K. Dayis, Republican Senator from the 
State of Minnesota, who gave to the country the 
first manly, patriotic, and courageous utterance 
in the support of the government. Mr. Cleveland 
is not thought of as a candidate for 1896, as he 
has been twice chosen for President, but Senator 
Davis has made himself the ideal Republican 
candidate for the great battle of 1896, and if the 
Republican leaders are wise they will present no 
other name to the next national! convention. 

Col. Watterson ot the Leuisville Cowrier- 
Journal, who has been a loyal supporter of 
» the government against Debsismi and admires 
the course of Senator Davis, has observed the 
drift of the popular tide and says: 

Among the men who have increased in reputa- 
tion by reason of the recent insurrection Senator 
Cushman K. Davis of Minnesota stands conspicu- 
ous.

The Philadeiphia Bulletin 
thinks thatif a Western man is desired Davis 
may be the man. The Buffalo Express hails him 
as the man of the hour in the Senate. These are 
Republican papers. The Philadelphia . 7imes, 
which is Democratic, thinks that he has made 
himself the ideal Republican candidate for 1896. 
Similar expressions have appeared in other news- 

papers. 

These expressions derive additional significance 
from the fact that an important element in the 
Republican party is ina waiting attitude with 
respect to a Presidential candidate.

it granted should be held by a dummy to be 
sold for the benefit of the Aldermanic corpé- 
rators. If any speculators were willing to 
pay the Aldermanic pool a high price, or if 
any Company already éstablished in the city 
would offer the Aldermen what they thought 
their goods were worth then they could take 
the franchise and the Aldermen would get 
much more than a thousand dollars apiece. 
They might get tens of thousands.

ago. when the Equitable ordinance was passed, | 


That speculation paid well for those engaged 
in it and the recotlection of it may have in- 
spired those Aldermen who got up the present 
combine, If the “Universal” is an Alder- 
manic company it is not surprising that Mike 
Ryan refused to tell the names of the men 
who are behind the enterprise. He could not 
with safety, for the law would not look favor- 
ably on Aldermanic speculations of this kind. 

Whether the ordinance was bought through 
the Council or passed by that interesting body 
to be sold to the highest bidder for the benefit 
of those who voted for it, it is still a boodle 
ordinance, It was not passed for the good of 
the people but for corrupt purposes. It is 
rotten from beginning'to end. Itis an ordi- 
nance which the Mayor should yeto perempto- 
rily and not try to tinker with amendments. 

A SICK TARIFF BILL, 

The Democrats seem to be in a bad way 
with their tariff bill. The House will not re- 
cede and the Senate stands firm. It is time 
for this wearisome wrangle to stop. It is 
blasting the business of the country.

GREAT DECREASE | IN ‘RAILROAD BUSI- 
NESS. 

Bradstreet’s tabulation of gross railroad 
earnings for the first six months of the pres- 
ent year indicates tha} time to have been 
about the most unfavorable ever reported for 
transportation traffic and earnings. The fig- 
ures are given for 117 lines, having an aggre- 
gate of 91,596 miles of track, or a little more 
than half the track mileage of the country. 
For the month of June’ the cofmbined gross 
earnings of these c@rporations were 28\¢ 
million dollars, which was 22.4 per cent less 
than the total for a year. previously. For the 
six months the total was 18144 mullions, being 
a reduction of 15.9 per cent, or nearly one- 
sixth. The percentages of decrease for each 
of the first five months, as compared with one 
year previously, were: January, 12.4; Febru- 
ary, 12.6; March, 13.3; April, 14.3; and 
May, 17.7; the rate of falling off being a steady 
one till it suddenly bent downward in June. 
The decreases in the different sections for the 
six months were as follows: Grangers, 13.3; 
Central Western roads, 16:7; trunk lines, 
11.8; Eastern roads, 21.4; Southern, 12.0; 
Southwestern, 18.3; and Pacific, 25.3. The 
only group showing ah increase was the Mex- 
ican, and —_ exhibitsian aggregate increase 
of only 2.5 per cent, this increase being due 
to causes which had no application to Ameri- 
can lines. The first two weeks of July make 
even a more unfavorable exhibit than did the 
business of last month, there having been more 
or less of paralysis over a large part of the 
United States and the returns for the last half 
of the year will be reduced by it. 

The extreme depression of railroad businees 
also is indicated by other statistics, The con- 
struction of new line fell to the smallest six- 
months’ total reparted in more than a decade, 
Nearly 3,000 miles of road, controlled by 
twenty-three separate corporations, passed 
into the hands of receivers. The total funded 
debt of these lines amounts to nearly 122 
million dollars and the share capital to more 
than 138 milhons, making a total of over 
260 millions in stocks and bonds, But it 
may be noted that the failing companies hav- 
ing the heaviest capitalization are organiza- 
tions like the Atlantic and Pacific and the Or- 
egon Railway and Navigation company, 
which ate subsidiary to. great systems that 
succumbed during the extreme pressure of 
last year. 

It was the railroad system¢of the country, 
already depressed and; weakened by the great 
falling off in business due to the panic which 
occurred in the early part of last year, that 
were seized upon by Debs and his feilow-con- 
spirators as tit subjects for an unprovoked at- 
tack. The more charitably disposed may be 
willing to give the Debs conspirators the ben- 
efit.of the doubt and hint a belief that these 
conditions were not thought of by the fellows 
who bossed and ordered the strike by mem- 
bers of the A. R. U. But it at least is equally 
open to be inferred that the depressed state of 
transportation interests was counted on as an 
element of weakness which would not permit 
the railroad managers to stand out boldly for 
the rights of the stockholders. If the con- 
spirators thus did deliberately choose what 
they thought to be *‘ the best time” for mak- 
ing their assault they are in the despicabie 
position of the man who kicks another when 
the latter is down, they are mean as well as 
criminal, and are pot even entitled to credit 
for the claim that corporations ought to be

HOW WILL THEY ACT? 


Day before yesterday a striking ein 3 


was caught in the act of turning a switch and 
derailing a Baltimere and Ohio express train. 
Happily no lives were lost or person injured. 

It was not the fault of the striker, however, 
that many were not killéd and wounded. His 
esterday 
four eye-witnesses testified to his guilt, and 
he was sent to jail in default of bail. The 
leaders of the * American (?) Railway Union” 
say they are opposed to violence. They say 
that when committed it is by roughs who 
have no connection with their organization. 
What will they do in the case of this gtriker 
Moran? Will they expel him from his lodge 
and help to send him to the penitentiary, or 
will they hire a lawyer to defend him? Will 
they pass resolutions denouncing him or de- 
nouncing the men who dared to arrest the 
villain while he was exercising hig .‘‘ natural 
right” of derailing a train to heip the Debs 
strike to murder innocent travelers? 

Day before yesterday a striking fireman at 
the Stock-Yards was shot and fatally wounded 
while he and others were beating an engineer 
who had returned to his work after he had 
seen the strike was'dead. Will the A. R. U. 
adopt resolutions denouncing the fireman for 
acts of violence’or resolutions denouncing the 
engineer for practicing the noble art of self- 
defense? The strikers are continually con- 
demning violence, but they do not seem in- 
clined to condemn any of their own men 
when caught committing crimes. 


TO AVOID RAILROAD STRIKES. 

Congressman McGann of this city is quoted 
as saying that prominent people at Washing- 
ton are abandoning the idea that a board of 
arbitration can be established to take cog- 
nizance of labor disputes and “have power to 
enforce ite-conclusions, He is convinced that 
‘‘arbitration must be voluntary, with both 
capital and labor.’’ In other words, that com- 
pulsory arbitration is no arbitration at all, 
but merely a lawsuit, and therefore that any 
such scheme as is proposed by Congressman 
Springer is futile, not worth the paper used 
for writing it out. The difficulty in adapting 
any scheme to the needs of the situation is 
well stated as follows by the Louisville Cowur- 
ter-Journal: 

Our greatest hindrance in these matters arises 
from the insufficiency of'the professional politi- 
cians. They look alone to the offices they hold 
or expect to hold. Noris this the worst of it. 
Few ofthem have the forecast to see ahead. 


With them it is always the next election. _Tem- 
porary expedients, therefore, indecision, side- 


glances at labor. the pressure of capital, disturb . 


the serenity and the unity of thought which are 
so much needed in solving social problems. 

Labor has its rights. So has capital. It ought 
not to be a difficult task to bring the two to some 
sort of a reconciliation. But this can never be 
done by pandering to the self-love of either. 


A remedy more radical and more practical 
than compulsory arbitration must be provid- 
ed, and Tuz Trrsunz knows of no better than 
thé one proposed in its editorial oflast Sun- 
day. It inclines to the belief that those who 
reject it are doing so without sufficient reflec. 
tion, and that if they would calmly consider it 
on its merits they would conclude it to be 
the only practicable solution of the problem 
that is within the reach of statesmen in Con- 
gress. The objection named by one writer, 
that thé scheme isin the direction of State 


1 socialism, shows he does not understand what 


State socialism is or would be, that he con- 


fuses it with something else, and utterly mis- | 


conceives the character of the remedy pro- 
posed by Tue Trareune. As defined by social- 
istic writers State socialism would abolish all 
individual ownership of. property and effort, 
leaving the citizen without power to dispose 
of anything either by sale, gift, or bequest, It 
would be an utter vacation of personal liberty 
in thought as well as action. ‘ 

The scheme advocated by Tus Trrsunz is, 
in effect, a contract between therailroad com- 
panies and their employés, accompanied by 
the establishment and maintenance of a prov- 
ident fund from which shall be pensioned the 
workers after they have passed the age of 
acti-e labor, and stated weekly or monthly 
payments be made to themselves or families 
in the event of disability or death. This fund 
is to be built up by coéperathon between the 
company and the employés, the latter to con- 
tribute one-fiftieth part of their wages and 
the company 1 per cent of its gross receipts, 
this fund te be invested in good railroad 
bonds, not stocks, the latter being subject to 
great fluctuation and often becoming worthiess ; 
and the administration of the pension fund 
to be placed in the hands of responsible men 
acceptable to both parties or officials of the 
government. Every werker would have a 
life interest in the fund, forfeited only by bad 
behavior, such as would justify his discharge 
from other situations; for instance, cri minal 
carelessness or inebriety, 

The institution of the plan would make it to 
the interest of the employés to be careful, at- 
tentive, diligent, and sober, and thus diminish 
the risk of accident to the general publfe, in 
addition to giving the company good service 
and preventing it from the suffering of severe 
loss by strikes, such as they were afflicted 
with in the last three weeks. The morale of 
the men would be improved, and the stock 
and property of the company bé worth much 
more by the disappearance of risk of damage 
by strikes, boycotts, mobs, and rigting. If 
this kind of arrangement .were provided for 
by Wederal law and limited to lines engaged 
in inter-State commerce business and travel 
between points in different States would be 
secure from interruption and blockade by 
strikes and boycotts, and the benefit to the 
whole country would be so apparent thatsoon 


other applications of the system would be |} 


authorized by State law to State common car- 
riers and to large private corporations. 

There is in this nothing of State socialism. 
It simply would be a form of stable employ- 
ment and mutual life and accident insurance, 
cheaper, surer, less costly to operate, and 
more satisfactory in its workings than ordi- 
dary modes of insurance, without trenching 
on personal rights or property rights. In re- 
ality the plan is an enlargement of that in 
force in the fire and police departments of 
cities in this State for many years past. By 
gn amendment in 1887 the firemen’s fund of 
Chicago receives one per cent of the munici- 
pal revenues from licenses, and by one of 
1889 half pay is provided on retirement at 
the age of 50, after having served twenty-two 
years and received an honorable discharge, 


The workings of the law have been found to | 


produce the very best results for the people of 
this city, as well as to stimulate to faithful 
service by their employés in the police and 
fire de partments. 

This isa matter in which the people of 
the whole United States are vitally interested. 


Some method must be adopted for prevent. .

DETAILS OF TGE BLUEFIELDS BATTLE 


Indian Clarence Declares Himself Chief of 
the Reserve. 

Buverieps, Nicaragua, via New Orleans, 
July 10.—Fifty Nicaraguan soldiers, shut in 
the government building, were called upon to 
withstand the steady fire of 1,000 natives and 
Both sides suffered but slight loss. 
But two days of confinement, cnt off from 
communication with the outside, brought 
down the Nicaraguan flag from the 
Mosquito Government Building, and once 
more Robert Henry Clarence ~~ as chief 
of the Mosquito reserve. The fighting began 
at 10 o'clock the night of July 5, ana until 
daylight a steady rain of lead was thrown into 
the Nicaraguan garrison. Then, as day 


. dawned, the fightmg ceased, and American 


marines came on shore to ‘protect American 
interests. In the afternoon of July 6 the 
Mosquito head men met and declared Rob- 
ert Henry Clarence once more in possession 
of the reserve. Cabezos accepted the terms 
of surrender and turned over to Mosquito 
rule ali papers of the local Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment. Although this attack had been 
planned for weeks it was unexpectedly hur- 
ried to a climax; and, taking advantage of an 
opportunity, the natives opened fire exactly 
one week before the day agreed upon. The 
Mosquito Government, when in power before, 
issued a quantity of scrip, upon which the 
merchants advanced a great deal of 
money. Upon this scrip was written, “‘ Good 
for duties,’ and several weeks ago these 
merchants requested Cabezos to take the scrip 
for the duties. He refused pointblank to 
recognize the paper, saying it had been issued 
without the consent of Nicaragua. The mer- 
chants.then decided to pay duties only in this 
scrip, and signed agreements to that effect 
several weeks ago.. That cut off the revenue 
of the *government,-and the reserve soon 
reached a miserable financial condition. 
July 6& the native police~made up 
their minds to collect back ~~salary 
due them, but Cabezos made excuses, 
One of the natives, losing his temper, started | 
to thrash the official, when several of the 
troops arrived. They hit him‘“over the head 
with the butt of a gun, and two others were 
cut by the sword bayonet. A fourth man was 
struck on the arm, which broke it below the 
elbow, The fighting drew a crowd. Three 
of the police were arrested and put in 
a basement room behind a_ stone 
foundation. This started the trouble. 
From 2 until 3 o’clock the natives threwa 
steady volley into the lower part of the build- 
ing.~ Capt. O'Neil of the United States 
cruiser Marblehead came ashore in the morn- 
ing. He found the government building rid- 
died. Gen. Cabezos, the Nicaraguan officer, 


‘asked that troops be landed to perform the 


duties he was unable to do. The marines 
landed and took possession of the re- 
serve and the Supreme Court Building. 
All day crowds were visiting the riddled buila- 
ing. The room occupied by Gen. Cabezos 


- Was completely riddied. The head of his bed 


was splitand a pile of clothing on the chair 
was cut to pieces. The first floor of the 
two-story raised building, which is oecu- 
pied by the government officers and the 
postoffice, fared equally as bad. Almost every 
window’ was broken, while the walls were 
filled with bullet holes. The basement, with 
its stone foundation, was by far the most 


' fortunate part of the building, for but a few 
‘deadly missiles penetrated the small 


win- 
dows. The dwellings in the neighborhood 


' were also filled with bullet holes and the occu- 


pants experienced many narrow escapes. 

As yet the uprising had assumed no definite 
plan of action and was without a leader. The 
natives all looked to the Americans for as- 
sistance and even asked the Americans to 
lead them in the fight. However, the Ameri- 
cans declined and then the ‘natives sought 
Clarence us a military leader. Clarence 
at tast decided to declare himself : chief of the 
reserve and a proclamation was written out, 
but the question ‘then arose what would be 
done with Cabezos and his men. The natives 
wanted to take the piace by storm and kill 
every one of the occupants, but acting under 
the advice of the more sensibie the foll owing 
letter was sent to the General: 

We, the undersigned, natives of Bluefields, hav- 
ing now cousidered ourselves as being in full pos- 
session of this town, do hereby give you two 
hours hence to turn over all that is belonging to 
the government, such as arms, ammunition, étc. 
We await your reply. 

Cabezos asked until morning to consider, 


| The request was granted and nota shot was 


fired into the riddled Government Building. 
In the meantime, the Mosquito head men had 
asked an American to accept the position of 
Chief of Police. The man selected is as 
brave as a lion and, wishing to prevent any 
further bloodshed within the town limits, ac- 
cepted the appointment. During the night 
there was unauthorized firing and one Nicara- 
guan was killed. A Nicaraguan Krupp: gun 
was seized by the natives. Early in the morn- 
ing Cabezos accepted the terms of surrender. 
There is great excitement here.

plague from May 1 to June 9 in Hongkong 
were more than 1,000, including two or three 
foreigners, while Consul Hunt of Hongkcng 
gives .them at 951 for three weeks ending 

June 9, The dtaths in Canton during the 

prevalence of the plague since the last of 

February are reported at 10,000. and all vic- 

tims were natives. Hongkong and Canton are 

both treated as infected ports.

ANTI-ANARCHIST BILL ADVANCES. 


Obstractive Tactics of the French Social- 
ists of Little Avail. 

Panis, July 18.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Goblet combated the govern- 
ment’s anti-Anarchist bill, claiming if the 
measure became a law it would be a violation 
of individual liberty . and of the freedom of 
the press. The true remedy was not repres- 
sion but democratic reform. M. Guerin, the 
Minister of Justice, said the peril was in- 
creasing and that France must “uproot the 
abominable sect.’’ He denied the bill was 
exceptionally reactionary or that it infringed 
upon the freedom of the press. Closure of 
the general debate on the measure was voted, 
253 to 194, and urgency was deciared by a 
vote of 279 to 167. Discussion of the details 
of the measure was decided upon by 289 to 
162 votes. These votes were taken in the 
face of the obstructive tactics of the So- 
cialists.

HE TAKES A STRONG STAND AGAINST 
-* PRETR 


He Approves the Expulsion of Liquor 
Dealers from Catholic Societies=Posi- 
tion Taken by Bishop Watterson of 
Columbuas, O., Is Confirmed by the Able- 
gate=Foreigners Crowd the Steerage of 
Outgoing Vessels=—Fate of Woman Suf- 
frage Sealed=Vessel Burns at Sea, 

New York, July 18,—[Special.]—Mgr. 
Satolli, apostolic delegate, has rendered a de- 
cision of much importance not only to Catho- 
lics but to all temperance people, and has set 
the church in strong opposition to the liquor 
traffic. . 

This ruling, which a prominent priest here 
said tonight was a second Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, was issued in answer to an appeal 
from an order of Bishop J. A. Wat- 
terson of Columbus, Q., one. of 
the champions of temperance in_ the 
church. During the iast Lenten season 
Bishop Watterson addressed a letter to the 
clergy of his diocese to be read to their sev- 
eral congregations. In thw pastoral com- 
anunication he said he would withdraw his ap- 
probation from every Catholic soeiety 
or branch or division in that 
diocese that had a iliquor § deaier 
or saloonkeeper- at its head or anywhere 
among its officers, and would suspend every 
such soci ty from the rank and privileges as 
a Catholic society until it ceased to be so offi- 
cered. No one engaged either as principal or 
agent in the manufacture or sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors could be admitted to member- 
ship. 

To many of the people in the Diocese of 
Columbus this attitude of Bishop Watterson 
seemed arrogant and unjust and one of the 
societies there laid the matter formally be- 
fore Mgr. Satolli. After atime the apostolic 
delegate returned an answer upholding the 
position of the Bishop, But still the society 
was. not satisfied and an appeal was taken. 
To this the apostelic delegate has just re- 


sponded. It reaftirms bis first judgment sus- 
taining the position of Bishop Watterson and 


says: 

** The liquor traffic, and especially as con- 
ducted here in the United States, is the source 
of much evil, hence the Bishop was acting 
within his rights in seeking to restrict it. 
Therefore the apostolic delegate. sustains 
Bishop Watterson’s action and approves of 
his circtlar and regulation concerning saloons 
and the expulsion of saloonkeepers from 
membership in Catholic societies. ”’ 

The Rev. Alexander P. Dovie of the Paulist 
Fathers, the General Secretary of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union of America, said that 
the declaration of the apostolic delegate is 
the most important ever pronounced by the 
church in this country, and be thought its 
effect would be far-reaching. 

[t was said today by various clergy that the 
decision would be of direct effect only in 
Bishop Watterson’s diocese, but the moral 
effect would be felt all over the country, and 
the matter will probably be taken up every- 
where. 


RUSH FOR THE:iR HOME LANDS, 


Foreigners Overcrowd the Steerage of All 
Outgoing Vessels. 

New York, July 18.—[Special. |—The steer- 
age rate war is increasing business to that de- 
gree for the steamship companies that it is 
almost impossible toaccom modate applicants 
for passage to Europe. The scenes on the 
docks of the steamship line whose ships sailed 
today were tumultuous and such a clamor 
for satisfaction of any sort was never before 


steerage tickets. The whole trouble was that 
each vessel’s accommodations were oversold 
and more people held passage tickets than 
could possibly be carried in the ordinary 
quarters. At the White Star dock the trouble 
started last night when passengers began to 
swarm towards the pier to secure berths on 
the Germanic, which sailed early this morn- 
ing. Fortunately, the Germanic’s st eerage is 
ample for 650 passengers, and the 750 who 
had tickets did not present so great a prob- 
lem as on some of the other lines. 

On the American line pier there was far 
more trouble and matters were not so easily 
arranged. The Paris, which sailed at il 
o’clock this morning, has steerage accommo- 
dations for about 500. Bemg a fast ship 
prospective voyagers had purchased tickets 
with the avidity of applicants for ‘free iand 
grants. Hours before the Paris sailed its ac- 
commodations were more than filled and it 
finally left at 11 o'clock, carrying 550 in its 
steerage. It left over 150 on the dock, to be 
solaced by the transfer of their tickets to the 
Columbia _with inetructions to get aboard 
early tonight if berths were expected. 

By this time passengers for the Noordland 
of the Red Star line, which docks at the same 
pier, began to arrive, and, fearful lest their 
experience should be that of the others, took 
up the din where it had been Jeft off. They 
were pacified as weil as could be done by the 
assurance that there was plen'y of time far 
them, as the Noordland was not to sail until 
4p.m. In the meantime the clerks were 
wrestling with the infuriated holders of Paris 
tickets, offering to such passengers as were 
bound for continental ports a passage to 
Antwerp by the Noordland. As the Noord. 
iand’s steerage list was only 150, there being 
little desire for passage for Antwerp direct, 
there was no difficulty in accommodating 
all who choose to sail by it. 


SEALS FATE OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Committee of Constitutional Convention 
Votes Against Submitting Question. 

New York, July 18.—[Special.|—The fate 
of the woman suffrage movement in this 
State appears to be. settled so far 
as the Suffrage committee of the con- 
stitutional convention is concerned. This com- 
mittee, by a vote of 13 to4,is against the 
women who want to have the ballot. The 
four men are Messrs. John Bigelow, Edward 
Lauterbach, Mirabeau Lamar Towns, and 
‘Gideon J. Tucker. 

A subcommittee reported to the main com- 
mittee in favor of submitting the general 
woman éuffrage question to the electors, and 
it was thought this might be conceded 
as a compromise. But the proposition 
fails with all the others concerning the woman 
suffrage question except the single overture 
to permit women to vote for School Com mis- 
sioners, 

Aithough there is a general disposition not 
to report to the convention on questions 
killea in committee, it is al. 
most certain t there will be a_ re. 
port from “the Suffrage committee 
on the woman overtures and that then flood- 
gates of oratory will be opened. Meanwhile, 
though the days bring defeat or victory, the 
suffragists are constant intheir labors. Their 
persistence and perseverance are remarkable,

New York, duly 18.—[Special.]|—An un- 
usual ocean disaster in pleasant weather took 
place off Fire Island last night when the bark 
Emma T.Croweli, having on board Capt. A. 
S. Pendleton, his wife, and a crew of sixteen 
men and ladened with 40,000 cases of petro- 
ileum, caught fire. After a brave, brief effort 
to conquer the flames all hands were obliged 
to abandon the ship. From the lifeboats they 
saw the craft on which they had expected to 
make a 100-day voyage to Shanghai shattered 
by explosions and consumed by the blazing 
oil until the remnant of its hull sank in the 
sea. . 

The Captain, his wife, and ‘the crew 
were rescued, but the experience through 
which they passed was a terrible one. The 
bark loaded in Green Point, N. Y., and yes- 
terday took aboard a pilot to put it in open 
ocean. Its cargo consisted entirely of the case 
oil, 393,322 gallonsin all, valued at $25,- 
000, and shipped by Gustave Heye of the 
Standard Oil company. The Captain had 
commanded the ship for fourteen years. His 
wife had been his constant companion on his 
long voyages and most of the crew were oid 
shipmates under him. 

About 6:30 in the evening the fire was dis- 
covered. Immediate action was necessary 
for the saving of the lives of those aboard, 
So the Captain ordered the boats lowered and 
the ship a oned. Une lifeboat was low- 
ered, but asit struck the water it knocked 
alongside the ship, tipped over, and sank. 
The other boat was next provisioned and

Now it looks as 
if the stream might flow on whether Congress 
builds any more dams or not. Investors are 
tired of getting 1 per cent or no per cent for 
their money. Every business-man who has been 
lying on ‘his oars is crazy todo something 
or engage in something which he understands. 
Every enterprise which has been dormant is 
feelmg its way for capital and confidence, 
Labor is everywhere eager for work and em- 
ployers still more eager to open their facto- 
ries. It is only necessary that the country’s 
normal machinery should movein a normal 
way for consumption to again make demands 
upon production.”’

WAIDNER AND MOULDING AND THE 
WEELS ONLY ARE LEFT. 


These Two Teams Will Fight Out the 
Championship us SNES of the West- 
ern Tennis Tourtiament=Ten Matches 
Were Decided in Yesterday's Play= 
Neely and Smith Retired—All the Games 
Full of Pretty Work and Full of Inter- 
est=Summary of the Day. 


‘Ten more matches were played yesterday 


in the Western lawn tennis tournament. 
The play was in some respects the best that 
has yet been seen on the grounds. The num- 
ber of spectators was small, owmg doubtless 
to the fact that the most interesting matches 
are yet to be played. 

‘The first match on the boards was the post- 
poned set between Belden and Jayne and 
Waidner and Moulding. At the close of Tues- 
day’s play the sets stood two all—the final set 
being put off on account of darkness. It has 
been evident throughout the tournament that 
Waidner and Moulding, im both doubles 
and singles, play a much stronger game when 
they are fresh than after they have played a 
couple of sets. So it was natural to suppose. 
that the postponing of the rubber was decided- 
ly to their advantage. And so indeed it proved 
to be. They started in with their quick, ag- 
gressive game and captured the set with com- 
parative ease, 6—2. This victory is decidedly 
a feather in their cap, for they are both young 
players, while their opponents are veterans of 
years’ standing. Belden at present holds the 


‘championship of the Northwest in singies and 


Jayne is one of the pair that holds the cham- 
pionship in doubles. 
Wrenn Brothers Are Defeated. 

Not content with this victory, Waidner and 
Moulding again appeared, this time to do 
battle against the Wrenn brothers for a place 
in the finals. Throughout the tournament 
both teams had been playing unusually good 
tennis, but Waidner and Moulding were, per- 
haps, the favorites, owing to the swiftness of 
their play. However, the Wrenns had a strong 
backing and many thought that their greater 
experience would land them winners in the 
end. So the match was watched with a great 
deal of interest. 

In their customary way Waidner and Mouid- 
ing started out with a rush, winning the first 
two sete with comparative ease. Then they 
began toslowup and play with less snap. 
From this on their play, while it was excellent 
at times, lacked the rush and vim that was so 
noticeable at the outset. This easing up was 
just the opportunity that the Wrenns were 
looking for and they took advantage of it and 
won the next two sets. This tied the score— 
two sets all. The Wrenns began the deciding 
set by taking the4irst game, but the spurt was 
of short duration. Waidner and Moulding 


_took the necessary brace and captured five 


straight games. They only needed one more 
to win the match and it came their way after 
they had allowed their opponents to take the 
seventh. 

So Waidner and Moulding have won a 
place in the finals. They have done this by 
the best.of play. The game they piay is the 
most scientific and satisfactory seen in the 
courts this year. It is quick and stiff through- 
out. They hit short lobs harder than any 


other pair and they kill' more balls both at ; 


the net and at the back line. When they are 
not at the net they drive the balls close to the 
net to the right and left of their opponents. 
This is something that no other team does, 
with the possible exception of the. Wrenns. 
It is a relief to see such real, live, scientific 
tennis. If this team fails to win the 
championship this year it will not be many 
seasons before that honor is theirs. | 
The Neels Beat Neely and Smith. 

On the second court, meanwhile, another 
double contest was in progress to decide the 
other team who shall ‘contest in the finals, 
Neel brothers and ie and Smith were op- 
posed to each other. The play was somewhat 


slow and uninteresting in comparison to that 


going on‘in the next court, but there were a 
number of brilliant rallies that drew the 
attention of the spectators away from all 
the other contests. The Neel brothers relied 
on their usual steady game and this was quite 
sufficient to win them the contestin three 
straight sets. Their style of game differs 
materially from that of Waidner and Mould- 
ing. whom they will be: called upon to meet 
to decide the double championship of the 
West. The Neels playa waiting game. They 
prefer to allow their opponents to lose 
pointsinstead of hitting the ball hard and 
taking the chances of winning or losing on 
their own merits. They are wonderful court 
coverers and reach. everything on their side of 
the net. .They seldom drive the ball when on 
the back line and rarely smash the ball with 
any great amount of force when at the net. 
But they play together like clock work, and 
their game is so persistent and steady 
that most any team will weaken be- 
fore secure enough points 
. So im (the finals 
*the two styles of piay will be opposed to each 
other, the Neels representing the slow waiting 
game, Waianer and Moulding the rushing, 
aggressive one. If Waidner and Moulding 
have the nerve and persistency to stick to 
their hard driving game they should certainly 
win. But if they ease up, as they are so apt 
to do when the game becomes close, and try 
to play the careful, placing game, they will 
surely lose. No team in the West can beat 
the Neels at that game. The contest for 
supremacy will be attended with the utmost 
interest by all lovers of tennis and all who are 
interested ia the players themselves. 

The contests in .singles were rather over- 
shadowed by the more interesting matches 
in doubles. The best game scheduted for the 
day did sot come off. Sam R. Neel should 
have met Waidner, but, havmg a lame wrist, 
be preferred to exert all his energies in the 
direction of winning the doubles. So he de- 
faulted to Waidner and deprived the public 
of a good exhibition of tennis. 

Montgomery surprised his friends by de- 
feating Beiden in straight sets. The Minne- 
apolis man had just been defeated in doubles 
and in consequence played an indifferent sort 
of game. However, it isan open question if 
the outcome would not have been 

same with Belden at his best. 
But Montgomery’s joy at this victory 
was destined to an early grave, for Page of 
the North Ends trimmed his comb in straight 
sets. Myers aiso used up Bradley, and Carr 
Neel beat White, the young man who defeated 
Ryerson a couble of days before. 

The only men that now remain unbeaten in 
singles are Myers, Carr Neel, Waidner, Ev- 
erts Wrenn, and Page.

Open Letter from Ex-Senator James R. 
Doolittle, 

Curcaco, July 12.—To Samuel Gompers, Esq.. 

President of the American Federation of Labor— 

Sir: I am not a member of the organization over

000 men. I am a simple citizen ot this republic, 
who has seen servicein very trying times, and 
who during all his life bas been engaged in bat- 
s for ideas. 
As wearein the midst of acrisis, and grave 
consequences may depend upon your official ac- 


tion here today inthe name of the organization 


yon represent, may I, as a simple citizen, make 
some suggestions for your consiileration which 
are forced upon me by my long experience in 
public affairs. 

In a battle of arms. as Napoleon said, Provi- 
dence favors the heaviest battalions. But in the 
battle of ideas it is truth alone that can win a 
victory. ~* ) 

CNow, whatis the truth? The true issue? What 
is the precise point on which the matter ninges? 
ls it not this? Is it anything but this? 

A corporation created.under the laws of TIli- 
nois, called the “Pullman company,” has been 
permitted to take the title to several thousand 
acres of land; to erect a great manufacturing 
plant and a great many houses thereon; to em- 
ploy 5,000 or 6,000 men, who, with their women 
and children, make almosta city of 20,000 peo- 
ple, who mainly live in houses rented of the cor- 

ration and are furnished their light and water 

y the corporation, not upon the plan of codéper- 
ation, but upon the old feudal or patriarchal 
system. 

The hard times came on, a dispute has arisen 
about rent and wages, a strike has occurred, 
the employés ask for arbitration. The corpora- 
tion says there is nothing to arbitrate. 

In this matter the general judgment of man- 
kind is that the Pullman company is wrong, op- 

ressive, and arbitrary. And the question is— 

ow can the Pullman corporation made. to 
arbitrate? 

Mr. Debs as said: “Stop all railways from 
hauling Pullmancars uatil it will arbitrate.”’ 
This has caused a great interruption of com- 
merce, but still the company refuses to arbitrate. 
The whole military force of State and Nation 
may be called on to enforce the laws, of - inter. 
State commerce and to run the trains which 
carry the maiis. It may be at. millions of ex- 
pense and with great dangerof bioodshed, But 
the public judgment will surely sustain the’ civil 
and military anthorities, cost what it may. 

This logic of Mr. Debs was a false logic. The 
reasoning of Mr. Debs was false reasoring. There 
may be sympathy, but thereis no logic in that 
way to make the Pullman company arbitrate. 
It was aciear nfistake of ideason his part. ~ In 
short, it was a blunder, and, therefore, was sure 

to fail. Letno one be deceived, it has already 
failed. 

The only logical wa; o make the Pullman 
company arbitrate is to ask Congress, now in 
session, under the power to reguiate commerce 

between the several States, to pass a law or that 
subject, as sleeping cars are engaged in inter- 
State commerce, and to ask tne State Legisia- 
tures to pass laws on the subjectof arbitration 
as to all State corporations employing large 
numbers of men. 

Allow me, therefore, to suggest. in order to 
show your loyalty to the repubiic and to the sn- 
premacy of lawin this crisis, and at the same 
time to logically present arbitration as the true 
mode of avoiding in future all disputes between 
corporations and their employés on the subject 
of wages, strikes, and boycotts, that at your 
meeting, instead of. calling out the members of 
your organization from their several incustries 
and employment, to remain in enforcea idleness 
for an indefinite time. that you recommend them 
in all their unions and assemblies to pass if sub- 
stance the following or similar resolutions-—viz. : 

Wueereas, Disputes have arisen between cer- 
tain manufacturing and railway corporations 

and their employés, resulting in strikes, boy- 
cotts. and breaches of the public peace, and 
which threaten civil war: 

Resolved, That it is the paramount daty of 
every American citizen in this crisis to sustain 
with all his moral and physical force the city.

This 
is there is to it. end the question now. is 
not whether arbitration prior to their quitting 
would have been the wiser course to have pur- 
sued, but what there is to arbitrate now 
they have severed their relation with Mr. Puil- 
man. But, say many, allowing Mr. Pullman's 
claim to be correct that he has nothing to arbi- 
traté, let him arbitrate to see if he has anything 
to arbitrate. But this propasiec®, started at the 
City Hall to furnish Debs a hole fe crawl aut of, 
is tod assinine and senseless to be worthy of 
serious consideration.

ing wheel—an army of from 2,000 to 5,000 while 
is works are in operation, besides an equally 
large army in addition which is at all times seek- 
jag bis em pe One would naturally think that 
labor would shun such a tyrannical, oppressive 
task-master, Second, in regard to wages. Do 
not those who make the claim that Mr. Puilman 
underpays his men very well know that Mr. Pull- 
man does not regulate the wage market—that 
wages like water seek their level—that if Mr. 
Puliman pays less than othér employers his men 
will seek employment elsewhere; that Mr. Pull- 
man’s men are not Mr. Pullman's charge; that 
they are neither his se1fs, s:aves, or vassals: that 
they are free men to go where they like and get 
ike and that if other 
employers are paying more than Mr. Pullman 
they are at full liberty to go where they can get 
the most for their labor? Third,in regard to 
rents. If rents at Pullman are exorbitant or ex- 
cessive as compared with rents ontside, why do 
not these employés rent outside? They are not 
obliged to rent of Mn Pullman. A very large 
proportion of the employés at Pullman do not 
rent houses in Puliman, and if they can rent 
cheaper in the surrounding villages why do they 
not avail themselves of this privilege and be 
done with this talk about exorbitant rent? They 
are foolish to rent of Mr. Pullman if they can do 
so much better elsewhere. Mr. Pullman has 
built a large number of comfortable houses for 
his men which he rents at an interest of 3.82 per 
cent on the tavestment. 

[The rate of interest here stated is mere asser- 
tion and not evidence nor proven; but whether 
high or low Pullman was morally required tocut 
the rents in the same ratio that. he cut the wages. 
No principle of equity upholds him in retaining 
the ald rentals while knifing the pay of his ten- 
ants, and no special pleading will satisfy the 
public of its justice. } 

There would not seem to be anything excess- 
ively onerous about this. Andso in regard to 
water and light. Mr. Pullman shows that he is 
supplying water at less than it costs the compa- 
ny. And now in regard to poverty at Pullman. 
Is there any place where there is not poverty? 
Mr. Pullman is no more responsible for the pov- 
erty at bis town than is Marshall Field or P. 
D. Armour. There is poverty everywhere and 
Puliman is probably uno exception. And if Mr. 
Pallman's employés see fit to lay idie longer 
rather than work for him or some one else there 
will probably be more poverty there. He cannot 
be expected to right up and equalize the irregu- 
larities of this world. Doubtiess there are at 
Pullman. as there are in every other community, 


improvident people who are constuntly living or , 


striving ta live beyond their means, and who 
in consequence keep thémselves in a state of 

»verty continually. Thiscity is full of them: 

he $400.000 in the savings bank at Pullman to 
the credit of the employés does not indicate ex- 
cessive poverty or show that the employés as a 
body are paupers by any means. Poor women 
are striving to eke out an existance in this city 
in making shirts ata mere pittance per shirt. 
and coats at 40 to 50 cents each. Why does not 
the sympathy of this commfnity go to these poor 
women as well asto Mr: Pullman’s employés? 
The Pullman employés are vastiy better paid. 
And why does not the public jump on to these 
employers of these pour women as it doeson to 
George M. Pullman? Mr. Pullman pays as large 
wages as his neighbors, and probably this is the 
case with the employers of these women.

Labor vs. Capita'!, Union vs. Trust. 


Carcaao, July 17.—[{ Editor of The. Tribune. }— 


As a close student of social conditions, of certain 
results brought about by certain acts, never hes- 
itating to inquire about the reason “why an# 
wherefore,’ unbiased by any prospective candi- 
dacy for public favor, a man of no capital but his 
pro rata share of worldly experience, and stirréd 
by the many deplorable occurrences during the 
recent strikes I have endeavored to consider the 
represen‘ ations of eapital and labor and | tried a 
reconciliation of their relations to each other as 
“ two equal quantities.”” Inasmuch as our pres- 
ent labor situation geal pe 'y orless forcibly— 
to demonstrate such position I for one never 
could and cannot now comprehend the basis 
upon which this claim is made. Governed by the 
natorail law of suyply and demand, and consider- 
ing every pro and contra for the justification of 
that claim, Iean reach but that conclusion, that 
wuile lator is entitled and nas secured the ac- 
knowledged position ofa necessary factor in the 
social and commercial life upon this earth it 
never has, nor ever will, occupy the seat of equal- 
ity with capital, and I honestly believe that the 
sooner this delusion, s0 beautifully pictured to 
the laboringman by their money and notoriety 
coining Debses, Powderlys, Sovereigns, etc., 
are dispelied from the minds of the so-balabored 
laboringman so much the sooner will a clearer 
understanding of these two respective positions 
bring about a quick and quiet solution of this 
vexing problem. © As long as history records the 
existence of these two contingents labor always 
has been, and | am afraid—all assurances of 
labor leaders to the contrary notwithstanding— 
always will be, subservient to capital. “No 
amount of civilization, progress, evolutions, 
unions, ete. will ever enable the 
workingman _ to draw his wages by 
antagonising his employer—as long as there are 
people willing to earn themhonestiy. According 
to all laws and religions God destined all men to 
earn their daily bread by the sweat of their brow, 
and even if the labor unions should issue a new 
edition of the Bible reomey~ 4 this seemingly ob- 
noxious dogmatic clause they still po not 
escape their dest'ny. Labor is now what it al- 
ways has been and whati' always will be, “a 
purchasabie article,” and must, therefore, be 
governed by the simple and ynalterable law of 
supply and demand. Any unbiased student of 
this country’s phenomenal growth and mainly of 
the causes which resulted in such unsurpassed 
success must admit ghat it was not tabor, but 
capital, and the very liberal 
this government has so encouragingly extended 
towards capital that has cansed millions and 
millions of dollats from every corner and nook 
upon this globe to flow into our country, and it 
is “it” that made our country what it is today. 
Whenever a great undertaking—be this the buiid- 
ing of railroad, canal, bridge, etc.—was taken 
under consideration the first question and para- 
mount to any other corsideration, is every time: 
** Will we, and where will we, be able to raise the 
necessary millions?’’ The question as to whether 
or not labor will be obtained is never raised. 
Here natural law prevails. Where there is plen- 
ty of capital there naturally must be demand for 
labor, but withdraw the capital and it becomes 
at once just as naturally, distinctly salf evident 
that labor can have no place there. The continn- 
ous and enormous outflow of money to Europe 
and other countries, which is vividly evi- 
denced by the inability of our financial- 
ly <Al_ situa _ government to  wmain- 
tain its otherwise sacred gold reserve, 
even after swallowing up of the proceeds of the 
$50,000,000 of bonds only recently sold (illns- 
trating a contradistinction from prosperous 
times, when money is flowing towards our shores) 
should causé any man to pause and think of the 
reasons why and its consequences. The peopie 
in general tried and have exhausted ali sorts of 
excuses for bad times, bat I believe that it is 
not the Wilson bill nor the silver question. nor 
the faults or deficiencies of either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican party, but to a greater ex- 
tent than any of these causes, the labor unions 
as they now exist to be the most formidable en- 
emy of the honest and willing workingman 
this country's progress. .

Asa proofof the foregoing I desire to direct 
the reader's attention to the similarity between 
“trust” and “union,” and in turn to the great 
difference of operations in carrying a certain 
point by either of these two combinations. A 
trust. in order to carry a point prohibited by law, 
will try their utanost to keep within the bounds 
of law by either circumvention, difference of in- 
terpretation, or upon grounds of uncertainty as 
to precedent, never, however, unlawfully, and 
still less by force. Why? Because they possess 
property, and having lived in America long enouhh 
to know that where there is a gainer to a certain 
extent there is also one or more losers to the ex- 
tent equal to the gain aforementioned. Every 
loser looks for restitution, and if by due process 
of law he can collect. damages all that is necessa- 
ry to bring about this end is the ability to pay 
them; hence a trust is very careful in manipu- 
lating their operations within the bounds of the 
law. On the other hand, the tactics of operations

The overproduction of any article, exchange- 
able for a consideration or price, has the tend- 
ency of reducing its selling price.

immediate prohibition, for an experimental 
period of a year or two, of all immigration to 
this country. This done, fall and vigorous pro- 
tection to capital practically demonstrated, ana 
manufacturers encouraged, will restore that con- 
fidence so utterly lacking at the present time. 
which in turn will bring back our prosperous 
times of former years. 

In conclusion of my analysis I only wish to say 
that if every warkingman would hang on to the 
so hard earned dollar with the tenacity of a Van- 
derbilt, Gould, or Pullman, he would not need 
the assistance of a ‘‘union” with anarchistic 
principles, with a view of estabiishing the mod- 
erate prosperity due to every willing workingman 
in this country.

It cannot be sulved by 
the employer alone. but the employé must also 
do his share. You forget the fact, also, that. 
while about $825,000.000 out of $1,220,000,000 
gross earnings of the railroad corporations was 
paid to employés, it had to be divided among 
many thousands of men. Certainly the amount 
left to be divided among the stockholders was 
much smaller than that paid out to labor, but in 
what progestin are the stockholders to the em- 
ployés? Iithink you will have to admit that, 
proportionately, the stockholders get the larger 
share, else how is it they accumulate weaith, 
while the laborer doesn’t? That would be rather 
queer, if the laborer gets more than 
the stockholder. I admire the stand 
taken by your paper in regard to the recent 
trouble, and I think the opinions it has expressed 
were the most fair and the least prejudiced, but 
still there are questions raised by this late tron- 
bie that people would like very much to have an- 
swered.

The} explosion of the light charge of powder 
in the;shell serves simply to tear away the 
cast-iron envelope and turn loose the bullets 
and the fragments of separator rings. which 
fly by the momentum obtained from the shell. 

Why So Little Damage Was Done. - 

Here is the reason why the explosion on 
Grand bouleyard did no more damage. The 
rain of shrapnel that flew about had small 


velocity, eharge being driven only by the 
two and three-quarters ounces of powder it 
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Other Ciasses of Projectiles. 
Pro le of projectile is called 
ot, It ta es its present name from 

Gen. Shrapnel, an old German fighter, who 
first perfected this pleasant style of killing 
men. Besides shrapnel the 3.2-inch guns, 
such as Battery F uses, are supplied with can- 
ister and shells. A canisteris simply a 
can made to fit the bore of the gun and filled 
with bullets. On discharge the can is demol- 
ished before it reaches the muzzle and the gun 
becomes really a gigantic shotgun. Canister 
does well at short range, but the battery which 
met with the accident is not supplied with 
any now. 

The 3.2-inch shells are of cast iron tad 
weigh twelve pounds each, including a burst- 

ing charge of five pounds of powder. 

shells explode by a time fuse screwed into the 
base, There were fifty-eight of these shells in 
the caisson that blew up. All of them were 
picked up unburst after the explosion. They 
were blackened and singed, and that none of 
them exploded is another miracle. 
The powder which started the whole explo- 
sion was done up in 126 cartridges. Each con- 
tained 3% pounds of powder. This was 
coarse black cannon powder. It looks ex- 
actly like anthracite coal in small lumps. 


Previous Accidents of This Kind. 


It has been said that no such accident as 
this ever happened in the army before—that a 
caisson was neverwefore blown up except 
when strack by a shell in action. j. Wil- 
liston, however, remembers one such mysteri- 
ous explosion in his own personal experience. 
It was Aug, 28, 1864, near Smithtield, Va., 
just after-a hot cavalry fight. Maj.. Williston 
had just passed a caisson belonging to Light 
Battery E of the First Artillery when it blew 
up. The caisson was going at a siow trot on 
a good road at the time. The explosion did 
not even kill a horse, though it burned the 
tailg off the wheelers, and did not injure 
the drivers. Nobody was on the caisson, 
as it belonged to a horse battery. Lieut. Tay- 
lor, who wasin command of this battery, be- 
lieved that the explosion was caused by « rifle 
ball from one of the skirmishers on his own 
side, but Maj. Williston afterwards madea 
long series of experiments, firmg rifle bails 
into cannon cartridges contained in both 
wooden and metal chests. He never caused 
an explosion 

Ma). Randolph of the Third Artillery, dur- 
ing the war a Capiainin the Fifth, had a 
caisson explode in his command. This was in 
September, 1864, in the Shenandoah Valley. 
The caisson was going along a level turnpike 
near Berryville when the explosion occurred. 
Nobody has ever found out what cavsed it. 
Yeeterday Maj. Williston received a letter 
from Frank Horton, who reminded him that 
during the rebellion a caisson exploded on 
Main street in Louisvillein a most mysteri- 
ous manner, killing many soldiers.

Taps were sounded over the graves of Gay- 
lor and Donovan and Doyle in - the burial 
ground at Fort Sheridan yesterday. Three of 
the men killed in the caisson explosion of 
Monday were given a soldier’s burial. The 
body of Private Fred Stoltz, the fourth man 
killed by the explosion, was sent for burial to 
the home of his parents in Indiana. 

The remains of Joseph Gaylor, Jeremiah 
Donovan, and Edward Doyle were interred 
with the simple vurial service of the United 
States army. The funeral started from Rol- 
ston’s undertaking establishment at 10:45 
o'clock and proceeded to the Northwestern 
Depot and thence to Fort Sheridan. The 
coffins of rosewood with nickel trim-

mings were completely hidden by the 
folds of the American flag, under which 
the dead soldiers had served long and faith- 
fully. Gaylor’s coffin was distinguished from 
the others by a full dress helmet, with which 
it was surmounted and a floral bouquet which 
had been p.aced upon its lid by unknown 
hands. A detail of eight officers from the 
Central Station had their hands full in keep- 
ing back the crowd which surged about the 
undertaker’s establishment. As the first of the 
troop of cavairy which was to serve as a part 
of the escort for the dead galloped over the 
stone pavement on Adams street, the broad 
steps of the Art Institute were crowded with 
people. 

Caissons simiiar to the one upon which the 
soldiers met their death served as hearses to 
‘convey their bodies to the grave. Each of 
the cumbersome vebicles was hauled by six 
large horses dnd manned by friends of the 
dead soldiers, The cavalry lined. up in front 
of the caissons while their burdens were being 
tenderly placed in position. The men sat in 
their saddles with raised sabers, Privates 
Kelly, Spear, Dunn, Bailey, Huyck, and Mell- 
vilie had been appointed to place in position 
and make secure the. coffin of Gaylor. while 
Privates Stanley, Cashion, Panushka, O’Hara, 
Schuminsky, and Rubensall performed the 
same duty for Doyle and Donovan. 

When the word of “command to march was 
given Troop B of the Sevénth Cavairy was in 
the lead, under the command of~ Lieut. Tate, 
while the remainder of the cavalry Was _com- 
manded by Lieut. Tompkins of Seventh. 
Then followed the caissons, manned by men 
from Battery F, Second Artillery, with the 
caskets resting upon them. Following these 
came the artillerymen and cavalry. Capt. 
Lyon of the Second Artillery commanded the 
artiliery troops and Capt. Dodd had charge of 
the entire escort. There was no band. 

Lieut. Lioyd of the Fifteenth Infantry, rep- 
resenting Col. Gordon, had charge of the 
funeral and, togethér with Lieut. Fieming of 
the Seventh Cavalry, accompanied the re- 
mains to their destination at Fort Sheridan. 
Among the officers present at the funeral 
were Capt. Varnum of the Seventh Cavalry; 
Capt. Capron, Firat Artillery; Lieut. Hoyle, 
Second Artillery; Capt. Grimes, Second Ar- 
tillery, and others, 

The three flag-covered caskets were met at 
the fort by Maj. Stafford of the Fifteenth, in 
temporary command of the fort, Chaplain 
Vattman, and the funeral detail. under com- 
mand of Capt. Davis, Company H of the 
Fifteenth. This detail led the way to the 
cemetery. 

At the graves Father Vattman conducted 
the services for the dead according to the 
solemn ritual of the Church of Rome, re- 
peated afterwards the Lord’s Prayer and oa 
from the Book of Job and Paul’s Epistie to 
the Corinthians. 

Next Father Dorney spoke. The heroes of 
Lexington and Lookout Mountain and the 
fight on the Little Big Horn, he said, were 
examples of men made famous by more spec- 
tacular fighting, ‘‘but these men,” he. de- 
clared, **are great as weil as in a more diffi- 
cult contest, one where households are di- 
vided. This contest is greater because the 
country has grown greater. There were com- 
paratively few below Mason and Dixon’s 
line when the rebellion came. The wealth, 
resources, and numbers were in the undivided 
North. But now every hamlet is split up, the 
numbers involved are so much greater, the 
interests so large and so appalling. 
Here today we have united German and 
Irish biood, cemented into one good Ameri- 
can fluid under the Stars and Stripes. Here 
in the grave men from the ranks are as good 
as officers. We place a nation’s tribute on 
these graves; we wish these men godspeed to 
that land where they will rest in peace with 
Washington and Lafayette,”’ 

Tears gathered in the eyes of the soldiérs 
all about asthe priest spoke. After he had 
done Father Vattman offered a last prayer, 
the graves were filled, the toa detail lined 
up alongside the fresh mounds. 

There were three flashing volleys from the 
Springfields, the drummers beat’ taps, and 
the funeral party marched sadly back to the 
barracks,
